a complete 
map of Missouri is printed, showing 
every city, town, postoffice, and com­ 
munity center, together with import­ 
ant towns in adjacent 
states. 
Tho 
map is complete in every detail, 
in 
that it shows the 
town, 
railroads, 
rivers, places of interest, and, in gen­ 
eral the condition of the roads. 
It 
sets out in bold type the fact that the 
maintenance and construction of all 
State rqads are financed from auto­ 
mobile registration fees and gasoline 
tax without property tax. 
The map shows in solid red 
the 
roads that have been improved 
and 
that can be traveled 365 days in the 
year, or the roads that do not 
get 
muddy. 
It also shows a few 
main 
country roads, the state roads 
that 
are being 
maintained, 
and 
those 
which are yet to be located. 
The chief value of the map is that 
it is small and yet shows every im­ 
portant town and community center. 
The map is folded so that it is about 
the size of a standard railroad time­ 
table, and is 
very 
convenient 
for 
carrying in the pocket. The map has 
twelve folds. 
On the back of each 
fold there is additional road informa­ 
tion. The title page occupies the one 
fold and it shows that the map is fur­ 
nished with the compliments of

had no authority to review

acts of a state convention, Joplin 
having refused to send Senator 
Reed as a delegate. 
It never decided as to whether 
Senator Reed ought to be

ply decided the committee had no 
authority to review the schedul­ 
ed convention acts, so I proposed 
at Joplin that Senator 
Reed be 
accepted to go as a delegate, not 
that I approved of his policies,

I put the rows three and one- 
half feet apart and left the 
cotton 
thick in the drill. I chopped these two 
acres myself levaing from two to four 
stalks even seven or eight inches. I 
plowed it fairly deep 
when 
it was 
small and then shallow. I tried never 
to break any roots but 
to keep 
it 
clean and keep a good soil mulch at 
the time. 
I cultivated it and laid it 
by as clean as possible”. 
Mr. Cooper harvested 59,506 pounds 
of seed cotton from thirty acres. This 
would mean 39 bales, counting 1500 
pounds to the-bale.

A BIG SUCKER

cient city”, evidently is in California. 
A letter, said by friends 
to have

It would fool the best of you and 
I was to be gotten rid of and if all 
plans had worked, I would have been 
found dead on the spot where the deal 
wras closed. 
But plans, fail 
some­ 
times. 
I didn’t leave Missouri in 
a 
Ford coupe. 
My car is in Missouri 
maybe hid for all I know.

some 
day open up the most wonderful cave 
in the world and I would be sleeping 
in Hell.

The average Missouri cotton acre 
will gain nitrogen worth $5 to $6 on 
the market today if the cotton stalks 
are cut and worked into the soil in­ 
stead of being raked and burned. This 
will equal a $2,500,000 gain in fertil­ 
ity on the 500,000 acres planted 
to 
cotton last year. 
In addition to this 
organic matter of great value will be 
returned to a soil which needs it. 
There was a time when stalks were 
burned on large areas each year. But 
today none but those who fail to un­ 
derstand the sources 
of plant 
food 
and the essentials of a fertile soil, al­ 
low such a practice to be followed on 
their land. 
This group is growing 
smaller and smaller each year. 
The wise man will use every avail­ 
able day of good weather this win­ 
ter to cut stalks and work them into 
the soil so they will rot. Otherwise 
they will not be decayed in time to 
feed the next crop, according to Ide 
P. Trotter, Extension Cotton special­ 
ist, Missouri College of Agriculture. 
This is particularly true where stalks 
are big and thick on the ground. 
In the last few years a greater and 
greater interest in soil fertility has 


been evident 
throughout Southeast 
Missouri. 
Innumerable loads of cot­ 
ton hulls are spread on the land each 
year, and more and 
more barnyard 
manure and commercial fertilizer are 
being used.

WOULD DECREASE COST 
OF ROAD BUILDING 


The new roads and highways in 
Missouri, have cost 
the 
taxpayers 
nearly half a 
million 
dollars more 
than the improvements could 
have 
been 
made 
in 
neighboring states 
where 
Workmen’s 
Compensation 
laws are operative. 
Statistics of the 
Missouri 
State 
Highway Commission show that up to 
August 1, 1925, the amount of road 
contracts approved, totaled $80,668,- 
141.15. Under the present Missouuri 
law, the employers* liability rate, or 
cost 
of 
insurance 
for 
protection 
against accidents in road building is 
$3.63 for each one hundred dollars of 
the contractors payroll. 
Contractors 
state that approximately 60 per cent 
or $48,400,844.60 of the road money 
was expended for labor. 
The cost of the same class of in­ 
surance in Kansas 
under a 
Work­ 
men’s Compensation law is $2.61 per 
$100 payroll, in Iowa $2.15 
and 
in 
Illinois $2.50. The rate in Missouri, 
without a Workmen’s 
Compensation 
law is $1.02 higher than Kansas, $1.48 
higher than Iowa and $1.13 higher 
than Illinois. 
Baaing a comparison of the cost 
of the same character of insurance 
between Missouri and Kansas, on the 
amount spent thus far for highways 
in this state, the difference in 
the 
expense 
to 
the 
road 
contractors 
would

approximately $493,- 
688.61. This amount or more, would 
have been saved for the taxpayers of
